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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the amendments to the claims do not overcome 
the 112, first paragraph enablement rejection. The amended claims are directed to a method of attenuating gene expression in zebrafish 
cells in vivo, which encompasses not only the exemplified embryo embodiments but also attenuation of gene expression in adult 
zebrafish. The use of the phrase "zebrafish cells" in the final rejection was meant to referto cultured zebrafish cells, not zebrafish cells 
from any stage of development such as an adult Note that the same sentence states the specification "does not reasonably provide 
enablement for attenuating the expression of any gene in vivo in any vertebrate cell except zebrafish embryos". 
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
